Care of the Feet Will Pay Off in Longer Productive Life—Importance of 


This Factor In Breeding Programs 


Among horsemen there is a saying 
of long standing, ‘‘no legs, no horse.” 
It is that dairymen attach the 
same importance to the legs and feet 
cattle. Conformation defects 
of the legs and feet are responsible for 
a large percent of the foot trouble in

{4 comparison of production on a 
mere five dam-daughter pairs means 
absolutely nothing unless all the facts 
are known. Did feeding conditions 
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provide the same productive oppor- 
tunity to dams and daughters alike? 
What was the productive level of the 
dams? A bull mated to 300-pound fat 
dams with the daughters averaging 
400 pounds of fat would be consid- 
ered quite a bull. On the other hand, 
if a bull produced a group of 800- 
pound fat daughters when mated to 
900-pound fat dams he would have a 
minus proving and be considered un- 
desirable. The first bull would have 
a fat index of 500 pounds of fat and 
would be good enough for use only 
on dams with records of 500 pounds 
of fat or less. The second bull with 
the minus proving would have an in- 
dex for 700 pounds of fat and would 
be capable of maintaining production 
on 700-pound dams. 


rhis is another illustration of what 
narrow channels supposedly intelli 
gent thinking sometimes follows. Did 
all of the females used in the compari- 
son calve normally and complete a 
record without being handicapped by 
disease or any other factors? Do the 
daughters satisfactory con- 
formation? 


Possess 


Type Has a Practical Basis 

I realize that the exponents of the 
present method of proving bulls will 
be quick to challenge the importance 
of type. Some will argue that a dairy 
man is interested only in the amount 
of milk and butterfat a cow is capable 
of producing. Others will argue that 
studies on the relationship between 
type and production have failed to 
establish a significant factor of corre- 
lation 


The exponents of the theory that 
type is not important can be classified 
into two distinct groups: (1) Those 
who are deliberately attempting to 
mislead dairymen in an effort to sell 
semen on a wholesale basis from their 
so-called proved bulls. I refer to the 
provings that completely ignore the 
individuality of the daughters and the 
productive level of the herd on which 
he is to be used. (2) Those who have 
never milked and cared for cows and 
who themselves have simply been mis- 
led by all this mumbo-jumbo that type 
1s unimportant. 

As Al Smith used to say, “Let's look 
at the record.” The advanced registry 
records on classified cows have shown 
a very close correlation between type 
and production. The true importance 
of type and its relationship with pro- 
ductive usefulness, however, can only 
be established when lifetime records 
are used. 

It has long been recognized that 
the great aged cows of the breed have 
seldom been sensational producing 
two-year-olds. They were nevertheless 
two-year-olds free of major defects in 
conformation. The  record-holding 
early maturing two-year-olds rarely if 
ever attract applause as mature cows. 
Defects like large sloppy weakly at 
tached udders, crooked legs and poor 
feet, unless extreme, do not alter the

time performance and in the majority 
of cases shorten the productive life. 


Leg Defects Are Expensive 


Every breeder also knows that be- 
sides lowering productive efficiency 
such defects greatly increase the 
amount of labor required to care for 
them. Did you ever sit on the floor 
and try to milk one of these old 
pendulous uddered cows or get kicked 
all over the place trying to treat the 
teats that they had crushed with their 
own feet? Still we have the office cow 
boys that insist that type is not im- 
portant. Did you ever try to trim the 
feet of a crooked legged or spraddled 
toed cow as often as necessary to keep 
her walking so you would not have to 
apologize for her? If you have I 
know no one could convince you that 
type is not important. 


Inheritance is directly responsible 
for conformation defects of the legs 


and feet. Thus if a cow with poor

legs is mated to a bull that is trans 
mitting the same defects these defects 
are almost certain to be more pro- 
nounced in the offspring and could 
become serious enough to destroy or 
greatly lower usefulness. In contrast, 
if this same cow was mated to a bull 
that was siring good legs and feet, the 
odds are that the defects will be elim- 
inated or at least partially corrected 
in the offspring. The same story can 
be repeated regarding all inherited 
defects in conformation. Is it not ob 
vious then, that a breeding program 
based solely upon the production fig- 
ures on a small number of two-year- 
olds is unsound? 


Some Illustrations 


\ few illustrations will help to 
emphasize the importance of correct 
leg conformation. Fig. 1 features a 
perfect pair of legs when viewed from 
Note that the legs are set 
well apart and provide ample room 
for a wide rear udder.

a smooth, easy stride. Fig. 2 shows a 
crooked set of legs as seen from the 
rear. The hocks are so close together 
that there is not room for the udder. 
The feet are far apart and set at a bad 
angle. A cow with such legs cannot 
move with a strong easy stride and the 
udder is pushed first one way and then 
the other as she walks. Fig. 3 shows a 
foot with spread toes and weak pas- 
terns. As this cow walks she just 
shuffles along on her heels. It has 
been to trim her feet from 
four to six times a year to keep her 
going at all. Fig. 4 shows a good set 
of legs as viewed from the side. The 
hock has a minimum of set and is 
and neatly molded.

Importance of Foot Care 


Even when a herd is free or prac 
tically free of leg and foot defects a 
certain amount of care is required to 
keep them in condition. Systematic 
care of the feet prevents good legs 
from growing out of shape and is ab- 
solutely essential to keep inherited 
defects of the legs and feet from 
destroying productive usefulness. With 


the development of the modern dairy 
stable and improved methods of dairy- 
ing comes a great increase in the need 


for foot care. When the cows were 
turned out twice a day to make their 
way over frozen ground, snow and ice 
to the brook for a drink, they trimmed 
their own feet. Today with the drink- 
ing cup and heavily bedded stalls and 
pens there is nothing to wear the hoof 
down. This is especially true in dairy 
sections with winter conditions similar 
to those that are encountered at Har- 
den Farms. Ice and snow have made it

impossible for us to turn our cows out 
of the barn for the past six weeks 

As the hoof grows out the toes be 
come elevated forcing the weight of 
the animal on the heel which greatly 
increases the strain on the hocks and 
pasterns. (See Fig. 7). Cutting off the 
end of the toes does not relieve the 
strain because (Fig. 8) the toe re 
mains elevated. The foot must be 
picked up and the sole pared down. 
It requires someone with a strong back 
and a weak mind to hold a big cow's 
foot up to permit this operation. For 
this reason and because of a lack of 
confidence in just how to do the job 
many cows are shamefully neglected. 


A Trimming Rack Helps 


Not possessing a strong back and 
being too proud to admit a weak mind 
we have solved this laborious task by 
building a home made foot trimming 
rack. This rack reduces the danger 
of personal injury as well as animal 
injury to a minimum, eliminates most 
of the back breaking labor and per

mits a thorough and complete job. 
Che accompanying full page drawing 
shows the details of 
(Fig. 18) The solid wood floor makes 
it possible to shorten the toes with a 
chisel and hammer without regard to 
the position of the foot. Special at- 
tention is directed to the cut showing 
the position of the straps on the leg 
of the cow. (Fig. 9) The one that is 
fastened just above the hoof and below 
the dew claw with a rope to the pulley 
above is to lift the foot. The strap 
above the hock is attached to a rope 
that is snubbed forward around the 
frame of the rack and is designed to 
prevent the cow from getting her leg 
straight out behind her, in which po- 
sition one has no control over her. 
Under no circumstances should the 
ropes be tied, but should be snubbed 
around the frame so they can be re- 
leased quickly if anything goes wrong. 
Three helpers are desirable and great- 
ly speed up the operation. Two men 
are needed to handle the ropes and 
the third man holds the foot in the 
proper position for trimming

The Foot-Trimming Operation 


\ series of pictures is presented to 
show this foot-trimming operation step 
by step. Fig. 10 shows a foot that has 
been shamefully neglected. This cut 
shows the toes excessively long with 
the cow's weight resting on the heel 
of the foot, the pastern partially pat 
allel to the ground and the foot far 
under the instead of directly un- 
der the weight it must support.

wood floor of the rack the toes can be 
shortened by cutting them off with 
the use of a chisel and hammer until 
the foot takes on a well-rounded form. 
If the toes are wedged together a 
small cut can be removed from the 
inside of each. Fig. 14 shows the final 
step in the operation. The foot is 
again raised and the toe allowed to 
rest on a box from 15 to 18 inches 
high. In this position a rasp is used 
to level the sole of the foot. It is 
always advisable to release the foot and 
see if the cow stands level on the foot 
If a high spot is found, pick her foot 
up and correct it. Fig. 15 features the 
foot when the job is completed. Note 
how much straighter the leg is placed 
under the weight it must support and 
that the leverage on the pastern and 
hock has been almost eliminated. A

With this rack it is not necessary to 
attach the ropes to the fore legs. The 
leg is simply picked up and the box 
placed in position and the cow rests 
her weight on the knee and fore arm 
Fig. 16 shows the forefoot in position 
to be trimmed. Fig. 17 shows the feet 
of a six-month-old calf that has been 
raised in a well-bedded individual pen. 
We trim all our heifers’ feet as a 
routine practice as they leave the calf 
barn. Failure to do this could easily 
be responsible for serious leg and foot 
trouble at a future date.

Conducting a Black & White Show

A series of Black and White Shows 
have been attended during the past 
years as an interested spectator. These 
shows are so highly ‘beneficial for the 
Holstein breed that everything 
sible should be done to increase their 
usefulness.

Care of the Feet 


There is probably no feature of dairy herd manage- 
ment so generally neglected as the care of the feet. Whether 
we realize it or not, bad legs, accemtuated by foot neglect, 
are one of the most important factors in shortening the 
productive life of dairy cows. Perhaps it is as important in 
this respect as brucellosis, although we are less conscious 
of it and do a great deal less about it. 

On this account, we attach great importance to Dr. 
Harrison's discussion of this whole subject in the leading 
feature article of this issue. Separate reprints of this article

A Valuable Service Suggested 
The job of a DHIA tester can be drudgery or an inter- 
esting opportunity for service to herd owners and the cause 
of better breeding. The answer depends on the individual 
and his approach and attitude toward his job. It’s like 
the old story of the two workmen one of whom was “pour- 
ing concrete”; the other “helping to build the cathedral.” 
One of the best examples of the latter instance came 
to us recently in a letter from Stanley R. Pierce, who re- 
cently went on the job as DHIA tester in Lapeer County, 
Michigan. Busy with catching up the records for an 
annual report of his predecessor in addition to his current 
work, he found time to get a brand new source of inspira- 
tion from the Harrison article on Acetonemia (February 
3 WORLD). We pass it along, believing it opens a great 
field for valuable service by DHIA testers. Mr. Pierce 
writes; “I am contemplating rendering a urine testing 
service for my members this remaining winter and spring.” 
Judging from reports coming to us since the publica- 
tion. of this article, many breeders are using this suggested 
method of diagnosis and treatment with startlingly success- 
ful results. Presence of Acetonemia was discovered where 
it had not been expected and the prompt recovery follow- 
ing the Harrison treatment meant dollars in the milk pail. 
DHIA testers are in a perfect position to handle this 
job. They have the individual production figures and 
can judge when a cow is not measuring up to her poten- 
tialities. By having the Acetonemia test tablets in supply 
they can overcome the natural inertia of getting the job 
started, which an owner might so easily experience wait- 
ing for a convenient time to see his veterinarian for a 
supply of the test tablets. In cases where trouble was 
discovered the veterinarian would of course carry on from 
there. 


We are pleased to pass this idea along for considera- 
tion by other testers who are alert to the possibilities and 
opportunities of their position.

RESOLUTION PROPOSED FOR DHIA 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian WORLD: 

In re: “Selective Registration” so-called, many are un 
alterably opposed and one finds few in favor of the pro- 
posal. Reasons given are so numerous and obvious that 
no effort will be made to enumerate them. Rather an- 
other proposal is made for consideration of the rank and 
file of association members with the sincere hope that 
some action will be taken by responsible and_ vitally 
interested groups of breeders to the end that genuine 
progress shall be forthcoming promptly. This proposal 
may be summed up in the form of a resolution reading 
somewhat like this, viz: 

“Since the capital surplus earnings of this as- 
sociation appear to have now reached the point 

to justify the undertaking for which there is a 

demonstrated need, it is hereby 

RESOLVED That the Directors of our As- 
sociation be, and they hereby are authorized and 
instructed to explore the feasibility as to methods 
and costs of setting up a practical system for using 

the Dairy Herd Improvement Association record 

as well as its proven Sire record towards the ad- 

vancement of our Holstein-Friesian breed, working 

with the Office of Dairy Herd Improvement Inves- 
tigations of the U. S. Bureau of Dairy Industry 
and various state Agricultural Colleges or other- 
wise aS appears most beneficial and sound and 
make progress reports to the membership as soon 

as deemed practicable.” 

It may be added that should some group or individ 
ual present this for action at our next annual meeting it 
will serve only to bring up for re-examination a proposal 
somewhat similar in effect which was presented five or 
six years ago.

cordingly laid on the table, which, of course, means for 
further consideration when and as desired. 

Furthermore, is not the suggestion in order that the 
time may be at hand to make a real start on this matter and 
on our own initiative, if necessary, without relying on or 
asking too much Government help in the form of money 
at the moment; if the work and results prove out to 
warrant it, such assistance should quite naturally follow. 

Only about one-fifth of our breeders have Herd Test 
records as compared to DHIA, while four times as many 
of us manage to struggle along, for the most part con 
structively, with our DHIA as our chief guide. 

Ihe Association Treasury is bulging at the seams with 
accumulated earnings. Now it seems a substantial portion 
of it might well be used for the betterment of the breed 
and breeders who contributed it. As the largest member- 
ship Breed Association in the world, and with the best 
and most profitable dairy cow yet developed, is not a 
big-visioned, comprehensive plan for betterment in order 
for our continued growth? 

The crux of the matter is in the answer to the ques 
tion: “Is our breed association missing an important oppor- 
tunity in our continued failure to make any use whatever 
of DHIA records?”

DEFENDS PRESENT COLOR RULES 
Editor, 


Holstein-Friesian World: 

I read Mr. Holston’s letter in the World and also Mr. 
Peavey’s answer. I am not opposed to progress, but it 
might be well to examine proposed changes as to whether 
they are progressive or not. We are sometimes prone to 
think that anything new is progressive, which may or 
may not be true. 


I have been reading articles and letters in the World 
at different times the past two or three years, about changes 
in rules on color markings required for registration of Hol- 
steins. I think changes to accommodate blacker cattle has 
gone far enough. If I am not mistaken, the rules in about 
1920* allowed no black below the knee. Now black is al- 
lowed to touch the hoof. If the rules are changed to read 
just “black and white,” how long will it be until the 
“borderline cases” will be back with us? Will not the same 
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complaint be voiced, that we are denying registration to 
some of our best cattle? Isn’t the percent of animals that 
cannot be registered under present rules so small that it 
isn’t worth mentioning anyway? Would not this change 
be one to accommodate just a very few “special” cases? Are 
we not increasing the danger that the unscrupulous breeder 
might register something of mixed blood? Surely, the line 
must be drawn somewhere, and wherever it is drawn there 
will be those crowding it. White feet and white tail switch 
are, and should continue to be, standard markings of regis 
tered Holsteins.

In adopting the slogan “Mobilize 
for Mercy” for its March 1951 fund 
campaign, the Red Cross asks the help 
of every American not only in supply 
ing badly needed funds for its ex 
panded work for the armed forces 
and civil defense, but in recruiting 
volunteers to make this work possible 

In addition to continuing its regu 
lar work, the American Red Cross has 
been asked to expand its activities as 
follows 

1. The Blood Program. The Secre 
tary of Defense last summer asked the 
American Red Cross to be the official 
blood procurement agency for the 
needs of the armed forces The Na 
tional Security Resources Board also 
has requested that the Red Cross co 
dinate a nation-wide blood program 
for civil defense Therefore, includ 
ing its regular peacetime program, the 
Red Cross will be responsible for pro 
curing large quantities of blood by the 
end of this fiscal year 

2. First Aid. The NSRB has asked 
the Red Cross to undertake the train 
ing of as many as 20 million persons 
in first aid, including all civil defense 
workers This is no short-time job 
and in accepting it, the Red Cross 
looks to the public both to fill classes 
and to help instruct those classes 

». Nurse’s Aid and Home Nursing. 
In an emergency, hundreds of thous 
ands of women will have to give 
nursing care to their families and 
their neighbors More hundreds of 
thousands will be needed to serve as 
nurse's aids in hospitals, at ‘blood 
centers, and emergency shelters The 
Red Cross has accepted from the 
NSRB the responsibility for recruiting 
and training these women in home 
nursing courses and as nurse’s aides 

To do its regular job as well as an 
emergency one, the Red Cross will 
need millions of volunteers—as blood 
donors, as nonprofessional workers in 
hospitals, as drivers for Motor Ser 
vice, and as other workers in connec 
tion with all local chapter needs.

SUBJECT 

1. Classification in General 

2. Selective Registry of bulls 

It is with reluctance that I voice my 
opinion on this subject, confronted by 
the dilemma of favoring type classifica- 
tion on one hand and deploring its 
administration on the other. Hereto 
fore, I have studied other ‘breeder's 
letters published in the World and 
have discussed and heard discussed all 
the ramifications of the entire program 
with mild interest; but lately I have 
noted that the small breeder is entirely 
fed up with the high pressure on this 
issue, and is losing interest in classifica- 
tion in general Consequently, this 
blunt letter which some may find 
double edged, but “let the chips fall 
where they may,” because I know 
from experience that the small farmer 
breeder is the backbone of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association just as he is 
the backbone of any dairy cattle as 
sociation; and we as fellow members 
cannot afford to let him down 

Without delving into all the inher- 
ent weaknesses of the present classifica- 
tion program in which a man travels 
thousands of miles at breeders expense 
not only to classify but sometimes to 
conduct a personal purchasing survey, 
I am convinced that we have but one 
alternative, that is to... 

Place classification under judges 
from the agricultural colleges of the 
state in which the herd is located, and, 
or under judges selected by THAT 
state’s Holstein-Friesian Association 
These men will be on the ground 
floor, unbiased, close to their work 
and given official recognition in 
job they are doing anyway. 
classification, I believe, should be 
made without expense to the national 
association or the breeder, but details 
of expense would have to be worked 
out. 

This will, I think, result in maxi- 
mum cooperation and will revive and 
recapture the small breeders’ confi- 
dence in a highly important phase of 
breeding. 

I know this will raise a hue and cry 
of favoritism, etc., but our college 
professors who are entrusted to coach 
our youth on cattle type and breeding 
certainly should be as capable to judge

cated in or near a town of less than 10 
or 15 thousand. roads to the 
place are essential and at the place 
unloading chutes must be strong. In 
addition tie stalls or racks are essen- 
tial. Good level sod can be used for a 
show ring. However, in selecting a 
place, also secure one with a large 
building where cattle can be shown in 
side as insurance against unfavorable 
or rainy weather. Be sure the show 
ring is roped off separately, and make 
a big show ring. For the comfort of 
the ringside, provide seats. Moveable 
benches, individual chairs, or bleech 
ers make good temporary seats. A 
park or picnic facilities close to the 
place where the cattle are shown is ad- 
vantageous. A group of breeders can 
make themselves many friends by in- 
viting the visitors to enjoy a picnic 
dinner with them. This, of course, is 
added work, particularly for the ladies, 
but a good picnic committee with the 
help of the local chamber of commerce 
or community club may have more in- 
fluence on a prospective breeder than 
the best cattle in the world. The fel- 
lowship which is developed around the 
picnic table with a plate of fried 
chicken is hard to beat for public rela- 
tions. 

Third, a printed or mimeographed 
catalogue with all entries listed is a 
big help to exhibitors and spectators. 
This requires that entries be made in 
advance in order that the catalogue 
can be prepared before the show. Ifa 
catalogue is made, be sure names and 
addresses are correct and give as much 
information as possible about the ani- 
mals. Many times the sale of advertis- 
ing in the catalogue will more than 
pay for the printing. 

Fourth, identify the cattle in some 
way. At one Black & White Show at- 
tended this year, a number was pasted 
on both sides of the rump of each ani- 
mal exhibited. This number corre- 
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Good 


sponded with the catalogue number 
and made it possible to easily identify 
the animals as they came into the ring 

Fifth, the day’s program may vary 
from place to place, but here is one 
that has appeal. The animals are in 
place by 10:00 a. m., and then for 40 
to 60 minutes there is a type demon 
stration. The persen who judges or 
the fieldman can put on the type dem 
onstration. Some places have a show- 
ing and fitting demonstration instead 
of the type demonstration. After this, 
show the bulls—trying to get them 
placed by noon. Follow this with a 
picnic dinner, and then take 15 to 20 
minutes to introduce a few of those in 
attendance. Long talks can come some 
other time. Afterwards judge the fe- 
male classes and then the groups, fin 
ishing by 4:00 p. m., if at all possible. 

Sixth, sponsor a judging contest for 
juniors and seniors. People like to 
judge and compare their placings with 
the official placings. Different systems 
have been observed and one that has 
many advantages is the one whereby 
four or five animals are selected in a 
group of maybe 10 or more. Arm 
bands with large numbers upon them 
are tied around both arms of the 
people showing animals for the of- 
ficial class. For example, eleven jun- 
ior yearling heifers are led into a class 


and some person selects four for the 
contestants to place. Arm bands are 
placed on their arms and the ringside 
places and hands in cards before the 
official judge places all eleven. This 
method slows the judging a little, but 
keeps the ringside interested until the 
very Complete the judging con- 
test before the last classes are placed 
in order that the tabulators can an- 
nounce results when the show is over 
Try to distribute as many prizes as 
possible to the winners, as this seems 
better than limiting it to just a few. 
In other more inexpensive 
prizes, even ribbons, are better than a 
few expensive prizes given to only two 
or three.

To conduct a successful community 
show, a great deal of work is required 
which means many committees are as 
signed jobs. For example, there should 
be committees on publicity, grounds, 
picnic or eats, special events, judging 
contests, ringside accommodations and 
many others. Before the day's events 
start, be sure everything is carefully 
checked. Does the loud speaker work 
satisfactorily? Are there any soft spots 
or holes in the show ring? Are there 
cooking facilities for the ladies? A 
good, well-organized Black & White 
Show can be of untold value for the 
breed and the breeders.

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ASSOCIATION TAKES ACTION 
ON D.H.LA. PROBLEMS 


This past year the Dairy Records 
Committee of the American Dairy 
Science Association devoted its at- 
tention to the administration and 
supervision of Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Associations. 

The report of the committee which 
was adopted at the June, 1950 meet- 
ing held at Cornell covers selection 
and training of D.H.I.A. supervisors, 
use and analysis of monthly reports, 
county and state reports, and how 
these reports can be best used to 
further the record keeping program. 

The committee set up minimum 
qualifications for D.H.1.A. supervisors 
and a training schedule which includes 
a two weeks short course followed by 
apprenticeship under an experienced 
supervisor. 

Probably the most important action 
taken by the committee was that rela- 
tive to organization and operation of 
D.H.1.A. The following is taken 
from the report: 

Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion record keeping must be conducted 
through duly organized voluntary or 
incorporated associations approved by 
the County and State Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service. An association to qual- 
ify must have a membership approved 
by the board of directors, by-laws and 
an annual business meeting. It must 
agree to keep D.H.I.A. records ac- 
cording to the American Dairy Sci- 
ence Association rules and the rules 
of the State College of Agriculture. 

Board of directors responsible for: 

1. Developing record keeping pro- 

gram in county. 

. Financial and ‘business affairs of 

association. 

Membership. 

Employment of supervisors and 
other personnel. 

. Enforcement of rules. 

Incorporation of Associations 

Incorporation of associations is rec- 
commended in that it limits the finan- 
cial liability of the individual mem- 
ber, and forces the organization to 
use proper business methods in the 
conduct of its financial and other 
business affairs 
2. State Organizations 

Four states now have state associa- 
tions.

PORTRAIT OF A DAIRYING 
TEAM 

In the many years which they have 
devoted to the breeding of registered 
Holstein-Friesian cattle, the Lindow 
Brothers, Al and Herman, have done 
much toward putting a quality stamp 
on the dairying industry of the Pa- 
cific Northwest. On their farm south- 
west of Portland they have developed 
one of the top-flight Holstein herds of 
the West. For the last three years 
straight their milking string of some 
30 cows has averaged well over 500 
lbs. of fat on HIR test. 

Through the years, Linmere Farm, 
as the brothers call their place, has 
turned out many record-holding cows 
and a number of distinguished sires. 
Demand for seedstock of their breed- 
ing grows each year, and they have 
been selling animals up and down the 
Pacific Coast and as far east as Penn- 
sylvania. 

It was definitely Oregon's gain when 
their father, soon after World War I, 
decided to pull up stakes on their 
Oklahoma farm and move to Oregon. 
He brought along several well-bred 
animals of eastern breeding. These 
served as foundation females for the 
herd which, in time, was to rank Lin- 
mere breeding in the top brackets for 
quality. The herd has since been de- 
veloped through the use of Hallrose 
and Carnation sires. 

In 1946, this team of brothers won 
the coveted Progressive Breeders’ 
Award, given by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. They are the 
only Oregon breeders so far to win 
that honor. This year, at the Oregon 
State Fair, they had the distinction 
of winning 17 firsts on 16 animals—as 
well as the ribbons for grand cham- 
pion bull and cow, and junior grand 
cow and bull. 

Active in state dairying circles, Al 
served in 1947 and 1948 as president 
of the Oregon Holstein Breeders’ As- 
sociation and as secretary for the four 
years preceding.

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The ultimate objective of this breed- 
ing project is to develop heat-resistant 
strains of milking cows for the South. 
Preliminary results obtained through 
observation of the crossbred animals 
and their reactions under natural and 
experimental temperature conditions 
indicate that the Indian cattle can be 
used successfully to introduce heat tol- 
erance into domestic dairy breeds. 

In the field of dairy products re- 
search, Bureau scientists announced 
the development of a highly accurate 
and sensitive test for measuring the 
amount of lipase in milk. The new 
test will give researchers an important 
tool for solving some of the problems 
that concern rancidity in milk and 
other fat-bearing products. 

Other significant results of research 
by the Bureau of Dairy Industry this 
year were reported as follows: Some 
body measurements of calves and heif- 
ers are indicative of subsequent milk- 
producing ability; field-stacked hay 
cures satisfactorily with a_ portable 
drier; renovation improves carpet-grass 
pastures in the South; new procedures 
for conducting digestion trials may 
save time and labor; hay pellets are a 
good source of roughage and carotene 
for young calves. 

Also alfalfa hay gives better growth 
than alfalfa silage when calves are fed 
limited amounts of grain; use of mow 
er-crusher in making hay reducing dry- 
ing time in the field and saves nutri- 
ents; adding nonfat milk solids and 
some butterfat improves skitn milk for 
beverage use; the preparation of dried 
mixtures from honey and skim milk; 
and the development of a method for 
making ice cream with sweet-cream 
buttermilk.
